It says, in sub- 
stance, surrender those principles and moral 
obligations of a moral uation, or dissulve the 
Union. We are happy to see manifested in 
the conduct of thousands a disposition to do 
the latter rather than the former. We do 
not Wish the latter, fur the love we have for 
‘hose of our friends who would, for our sake 
huose the latter rather than the former. We 
vould have slavery abolished. Now, breth- 
cen, this government is in perfeet commo- 
won on the slave question, Now is the 
imme for us to make earnest appeals to them 
w the relief of suffering humanity. — This 
ation is sick of slavery. ‘Thousands, we 
‘lieve, would abolish it at the expense ofa 
-issolution of the Union, ‘Thousands say 
ey would abolish it ifthey could do it bon- 
erably. The slavebolding population and 
eir apologists say they would abolish it if 
‘ey could do it honorably. Now, brethren, 
tus give them a chance to do it honorably, 
‘hich is a philosophical and common sense 
ene. Let us say tothem, set our sons and 
daughters, sisters aud, brothers, fathers and 
vothers, FREE! aud pay us what they owe 
is, fur our sufferings and cur forefathers, 
and we will leave America. Many say there 
s nothing coming to these who are tree.— 
Upon that prineiple, the American Govern- 
inentmay say to Gen. Taylor’s sou, who 
may demand pay for his father’s services in 
war, When his tather is dead,—there is noth- 
ing coming—you neversawai musket or a 
cartridge box. IT never was a slave, it is trae, 
but according to the law of the land my fath- 
er was. Now, taking for granted the truths 
of the Declaration of Independence, my 
father was born free; and if he never bar- 
tered away that freedom to which the De- 
claration bas reference, t have as an inherent 
a right to my father’s earnings, as Gen. Tay- 
lor’s son has to his father’s. 

Slavery has existed on the American con- 
tinent about three hundred years. Now let 
us take a philosophical aud mathematical 
view of the matter. Suppose my father was 
worth but two dollars per month for the first 
fifty years, or great grandiather. Let twelve 
hundred commence at the end of twenty 
years of the first fifty; then ran two hun- 
dred and fitty years. ‘That is, put $3,350 at 
interest for two hundred and tiity years, and 
say nothing of what was earned atterwards 
up to this time, and I, as oue of five hundred 
thousand, get five hundred and forty thous- 
and dollars, and each and all that amount, 
and we can find a home out of America.— 
This isa good common sense proposition. 
No intelligent man can, with any degree of 
propriety, ask us to go and leave our eliil- 
dren, fathers, mothers, sisters and brothers 
inslavery.

Now, my fiiends, there 
is @ Vast portion of country out of the United 
States, in this world, where freilities is as 
good for greatness asin America, England 
has more or fess, for the last balf century 
held out her lily white arms to our enibrace 
on the shores of Canada, ‘The papers are 
crowded with her invitations to the West 
India Islands. St. Domingo would be bet- 
ter for us. Central America would not re- 
fuse us, but ofallthe balance of the earth, 
eTfrier is my choiee; not in that portion un- 
der the control of the colonizationists, but 
under our own control.

Life in the Highlands of Seotland. =| 

The Christian Intelligencer is publishing 
a series of very lively letters fiom Scotland, 
written by Rev. Dr, M’Clelland, late Profes- 
sor at New Brunswick, who is now ou a 
visit to the land of lis fathers. ‘The tollow- 
ing extracts, Hlustrative of * Life in the High- 
lands, witl be interesting on many accounts 
—particularly for the instruction they give 
of the slow advance of civilization in parts 
of Great Britian—an offset ta some British 
stories of the United States: 


© The Highlands include al} that portion of 
the country which lies north of Glasgow, to 
ihe extent of at least ninety miles; forming 
the shires of Argyle, Ross, Sutherland, and 
paris of Aberdeen and Perth. They are, in 
short, a broad beit or zone, dividing the 
country into two unequal parts; and this 
belt is occupied by a little nation of its own, 
Which, though amcorporated with the Scot- 
tish nation, retuins singular peculiaricties of 
language and manners, ‘These are passing 
away; but the pliysical features will endure, 
at least until another grand catastrophe, 
when eld Ocean shall set out in quest of 
new habitations, and the peck of Ben Nevis 
tay become a spindled rock. The region 
isn vastassenblage of hills and mountains, 
originally one solid) amass of granite, but 
Whieh nature seems to have broken up and 
sci tiered about for ber amusement, when 
the Wes very young, untaughtas yet those 
‘habits of order? which our lady Meutors so 
earnestly and properly ineuleate. ‘Their ele- 
vation is from two thousand to four thon- 
sand five hundred feet, aud they are separa- 
ted from each other by gleus of unequal 
lengthand breadth and every variety of form. 
‘These glens are lovely spots; being usual- 

ly fertile, well watered, and completely shel- 
tered from the eold winds, whieh, loaded 
with mist and vapor from the ocean, are con- 
tinnally sweeping over the more elevated 
parts. Down in these, and generally near a 
brawling streauilet, the Gael pitches his tent 
—tbough it is every thing but a tent, being 
eonstructed of rough stoue taken from the 
hill-side, with ihatehed roof and a window 
admitting so little light, that we wonder Low 
the frinily ean perform any business but 
sleeping. Formerly, the window was noti- 
ing more than a stall oblong hole, and the 
chimney Was another hole in the roof. But 
civilization has wrought some changes for 
the better, even here; and aceordingly, we 
often find acasement having two or four 
panes of glass, anda’ clay chimoey at one 
end, With a Gre-plaece below, instead of the 
race cirele of stones directly in the middle 
of the room, which was formerly the whole 
of their heating apparatus. These improve- 
ments however, are far from being univer- 
sal. Many an old fashioned shicling may be
